TBK UCrY OF GOOD MEN. 


On yesterday we made a review ot 


some maltera connected with luxation 
ia tbe State, and when so doing tbe 
work of Governor Sadler and Con- 
troller Davia was mentioned, and by 
tbe JOURNAL approved and commended.

value is in the levy made by the com 
miaaioners for tne revenue year. Thi 
levies made by tho boards of comoiis 
eioaers of the several counties are 
much larger than H full valuation o 
property requires should ba made. 
Why it is that the commissioners make 
tbe It-vies they do, in the face of the 
law that requires u full valuation 
needs explanation. Whiie it cannot 
be said that the commissioners violate 
the law by making the percentage 
much above what ia required for rev- 
enue purposes, yet by ao doiUK the 
dittknlty of valuation of property is 
presented to the assessor, when be 
begins hi» work under the excessive 
levy made. 


Shsuld the assessor do his work HB 


the law requires that it should be done 
the revenue would be much more thai 
the demands of the State and eouu> 
ties require, and the people would be 
very much oppressed by the levy anc 
assessment made. It ia not necessary 
to form conclusions upou the whys 
and whertfores of the business; al 
that is necessary to siy ip, that there is 
a violation of the revenue Jaw tha 
should, be avoided by the commission 
ere and assessors, and more particu 
lariy should the oomtnissioneis take 
the law into their confidence when 
making tbe required levies for revenue 
purposes. 


The only remedy there is for the 


people in tbe business, us it ia now 
manaRed, is to be suie when they go 
into convention that men are aom 
inated who will enforce tne revenue 
laws of Ihe State, because in the just 
ness of the enforcement of the revenue 
IHWS good government largely 
de- 


pends, aud the 
(j°od of 
the peo- 


pl« of the State is perhaps more 
dependent upou a proper enforcement 
of the revenue IBWB than upon I bo en- 
forcement of any laws iu the State con- 
nected with general government. 


It has beau said that the people 


should give their attention BI conven- 
tions where men are nominated for 
office to the selection of men who will 
be true to the Interests of the people. 
Charley Wallace and the gang who are 
interested iu directing for selfish ends 
everything that pertains to govern- 
ment in the State, will be present in 
person or by proxy at the conventions 
iu the State and counties, uud, it being 
to their interest to have government 
remain us it i?, no reforms will be 
made should they direct and control 
the conventions, as they hare in the 
past. 


All the political evils and all other 


evils arising from political control by 
Wallace and his confreres will be in- 
definitely continued unless the good j 
«nd tbe honest men iu the State take i 
as.it is their duty to do, the direc-i 
tion of the business affairs of the Stale ! 
into their hands. It isdis«racefu! that ! 
intelligent men who understand tbe 
theory and practice of government, 
should allow themselves and 
their 


rights to be trodden down by men who ' 
kuow very little more about thegenins 
of American iustitueioos and govern-' 
ment than an average Piute.
